Federal forces was the signal for extensive 
outbreaks of Union sentiment—some time 
g0ing so far as to attack and capture the 
smell garrisons left in some of the towns. 
Railroad bridges were burned and military or- 
ganizations perfected. The Union sentiment 
was 60 overwhelming that the most energetic 
means had to be used to prevent these organi- 
vations from being completed, and getting 
possession of important points. We must 
make due allowance for the proneness of the 
rebels to cnormous exaggerations, but after 
every deduction, it must undoubtedly be 
true, that several camps were formed, and

regiment raised, many of which were toiera- 
bly well armed, and all of which were led by 
able and influential men, aud composed of the 
bravest and most undaunted spirits to be 
found m any partof the country. When the 
history of this rebellion comes to be written,

THE BATTLE@F WILD CAT, 

Zollicoffer's official report of the battle of 
Wiid Cat, when our forces under Gen. Sheepff 
were about 2,000 strong, with Capt. Kiuney’s 
battery of Ist Objo artillery, is as follows: 

Caspr at Frat Lick, “o.,/ 
Oct. 24, 1561. 

Lt. Col. Mackali, A. A. Gen'l, Bowling Green, Ky.: 

On the 2tst inst. I reached the enemy’s en- 
trenched cainp at Rockcastie hill, a natural for- 
tification, almost inaccessible. Having recon- 
poitered it in force for several hours unders 
heavy fire from the hights on the right belt 
and in front, I became satisfied that it could pot 


‘be carried otherwise than by immense expo- 


eure, if at The enemy received large rein- 
forcements. Our loss was 42 wounded aad 11 
killed and missing. We captured twenty-one 

risozers, about a hundred guns and four 
— s. The loss of the enemy, killed and 
wounded, unknown. The country is so poor 
that we hadexhausted the forage on the road 
for fifteen miles back, in tweuty-four hours. 
Our subsistence nearly exhausted. Under 
these circumstances, 1 deemed it proper the 
next day to fall back. Enemy's camp said to 
be seven thousand strong, witha large reserve 
at hand 

In another letter to Adjutant General 
Cooper, at Richmond, he says we were nine 
thousand strong. His forces were six thou- 
sand strong, as shown by various cvidence. 
On the S0th off October Zollicoffer writes 
Wood:

Bat there is 
such a gentle spirit of conciliation in the 
South, and cspex = here, that 1 have no idea 
thet one of them will receive such a sentence 
at the hands of any ju which conld 
be empanneled to try them. I have been 
at this station for three months, half the time 
in command of tke post, and 1 have had a 
good opportuvity of learning the feeling per- 
vading the country. - It is hostile to the Con- 
federate Government. They will take the 
oath of allegiance with no intention to observe 
it. They ere the followers and slaves of John- 
son and jMaynard, and soon iutend to be 
otherwise. When arrested, they saddenly be- 
come very sabmissive and declare they are fur 
peaee and bot supporters of the Lincoln Gov- 
ernment, but yet they claim to be Union 
men, At one time, while our forces were at 
Knoxville, they ve it out that great 
changes were taking place in East Ten- 
nesece, and the people were becoming rec- 
onciled avd loyal, At ihe withdrawal of 
the army from here to the Gap, and 
the first intimation that the Linct4mcrmuy was 
likely to penetrate the State, they were io 
arme, and scarcely a man, with only a few hoa- 
orable exceptions, but what was ready to join 
them and make warupon us. The prisonets 
tell us that they had every assurance thet the 
army wae already in the State, and wooid join 
them in a very few days; that the property of 
Southern men was to be confiscated and divi- 
ded among those who woald take up arms for 
Linceln. I have to reenest, at least, that the 
prisoners I have taken be hed, if not se trait- 
ore, a6 prisoners of war. To release them is 
ruinows. To convict them at this time be- 
fore a court is next to an impossibility.. Bat 
if they are kept in prison for six mouths it 
will have a great effect.

SPRINGFIELD, February 1, 1962, 

The Convention is fast usurping the power 
of both the legislative and administrative 
branches of the Governamest; in fact, 
it may pow be called a Committee of State 
Safety, after the fashion of French revolution- 
ary times. 

To-day, In Committee of the Whole, was 
passed by a large vote the first section of 
Judge Purple’s Banking article. This section 
abolishes by ordivance all the banks now in 
exietence in this State.

Another reso! ution instructing the Governor 
and other State officers to suspend activo in 
relation to claims of the Linois Central Rail- 
road for transportation of troops, &c., was 
passed.
